REMARKS 

Upon entry of the present amendment, the claims in the application are claims 4, 5, 27,

New claim 5 now depends from claim 4 and covers the identical features which would 
have been covered if original claim 5 has been rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

New claim 27 is a straightforward rewritten version of original claim 27 in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base independent claim. 

New claim 28 now depends from claim 27 and covers the identical features which would 
have been covered if original claim 28 has been rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
